No One Is Excused From Penance 

Although the Lenten regulations have been made quite 
easy to observe this year, it was never so important that 
Catholics pray more than usual, do more penance than usual. 
Pope Pius XII asks that the Catholics of the world expiate 
the crimes of the enemies of God. 

In every apparition of Christ or the Blessed Virgin dur- 
ing recent years—and there have been many in different 
parts of the world—the demand has been for penance, and 
earnest prayer. In all her apparitions Mary has advocated 
family prayer, especially the Rosary, after calling for pen- 
ance and reparation, and the imitation of her own immacu- 
late life which she credits, of course, altogether to the won- 
derful graces she received from her divine Son, the source 
of grace. 

The new Primate of Poland has called on the people of 
his nation to abstain from alcohol in its different forms dur- 
ing Lent. That would be penance, indeed, for many of you— 
and would you be equal to it? | 

A good way of determining what one would save by dif- 
ferent kinds of self-denial during Lent would be our request 
that you drop “every day” into your mitebox the amount that 
you would probably have spent outside of Lent for a movie, 
a dance, cigarettes, refreshments, etc. 

Attend all the midweek Lenten services and the Way 
of the Cross—and not merely some of them. The Lenten 
sermons constitute a series. 


The Catholic Paper In Every Home 

As in former years memberships in the Society for the 
Propagation of the Faith and subscriptions to Our Sunday 
Visitor will be gathered during Lent. Pastors may use mem- 
bers of the Parish Council of Catholic Women to visit every 
home as a follow-up effort to procure one hundred per cent 
coverage.

Dr. Pattee Denies 
Persecution Of 
Spain Protestants

Explains Why Outdoor 
Religious Exercises 
Are Not Permitted 


New Haven, Conn.—(NC)— 
There is absolutely no persecu- 
tion of Protestants in Spain either 
- the government or by the Cath- 
olic Church, Dr. Richard Pattee, 
director of the Pan-American 
Bureau of the National Catholie 
Welfare Conference states in an 
analysis on “The Protestant Ques- 
tion in Spain” appearing in Colum- 
bia published here by the Knights 
of Columbus. 


The status of religions in Spain 
is governed by article 6 of the 
Fuero de los Espanoles, loosely 
translated as the Spainard’s Char- 
ter, the author says. It was adopt- 
ed by the Spanish legislature in 
1945, and reads: “The profession 
and practice of the Catholic re- 
ligion, which is that of the Spanish 
State, shall enjoy official protec- 
tion. None shall be molested for 
their religious beliefs or their pri- 
vate practices. No other cere- 
monies or external demonstrations 
than those of the Catholic religion 
shall be permitted.” 


Nothing in this article, Dr. Pat- 
tee states, “proposes the persecu- 
tion or the elimination of whatever 
religious minorities may exist in 


ithe country.” He adds: “Nothing 


in this article can possibly be con- 
strued as reflecting the intention of 
extirpating by violence other re- 
ligious persuasions. The one sub- 
stantial restriction ig that con- 
cerning public demonstrations of 
religion.” 


The reason for this restriction, 
Dr. Pattee explains, is that a pub- 
lic demonstration by other relig- 
ious groups would be offensive to 
the overwhelming majority of the 
Spanish people, because 98 per cent 
of them are Catholic and regard

great peril which menaces the 
world not to join with him and so 
many other nations in order the 
better to resist the mounting tide 
of communism.” 


Ottawa—The question of the 
appointment of a Canadian am- 
bassador to the Vatican has been 
discussed prominently recently in 
the legislative councils and the 
secular press of Canada. 


The matter has: been before the 
House of Commons on several occa- 
sions, and there has been a no- 
ticeable change in attitude on the 
part of several of Canada’s most in- 
fluential secular newspapers which 
are now urging the appointment. 


Lester B. Pearson, Canadian 
Secretary of State for External’ 
Affairs, when asked in the House 
of Commons why Canada did not 
have an ambassador at the Vati- 
can, replied: 

“The question of the extension of 
Canadian diplomatic representa- 
tion, which is influenced by a var- 
iety of circumstances, is under per- 
iodic consideration by the Govern- 
ment.” 


Another questioner asked: “Was 
Canada represented when the rep- 
rese: tatives of the civilized coun- 
tries of the world expressed their 
condolences to His Holiness the 
Pope on the sentencing of Cardinal 
Mindszenty?” to which Mr. Pear- 
son, had to ‘reply “no,” of 
course. 

Typical of the Canadian secular 
ress editorial comment on the need 
of a Canadian ambassador at the 
Vatican are the following ex- 
cerpts: 

The Evening Telegram, Toronto: 
“There is one glaring vacancy, a 
major post that ought not to be 
left unfilled. Canada is still with- 
out a diplomatic representative to 
the Vatican . .. Britain has long 
had the advantage of a Minister to 
the Holy See; ron C, Taylor has 
been the American representative 
for the past 10 years. 


“There are purely selfish reasons 
why Canada should follow the ex- 
ample of London and Washington. 
The Vatican and the Roman Cath- 
olic congregation have been one ef 
the great bulwarks against the 
spread of communism. The Vati- 
can maintains an alert and effi- 
cient diplomatic corps ... The 
‘cold war’ having reached the stage 
it has, Ottawa should name a min- 
ister without delay .. .” 


Canada Seeks To Send 
Diplomat To Study 
Religious Persecution 


Ottawa. —(NC)— The Govern- 
ment of Canada is seeking to send 
a trained diplomat behind the 
Iron Curtain of Eastern Europe 
to investigate the religious perse- 
cutions there. 


This was made known in the 
House of Commons here by Louis 
St. Laurent, Prime Minister of 
Canada, who said the Canadian 
Charge D’Affaires in Prague, R. 
M. MacDonnell, had been instructed 
to apply for the necessary visas 
to Hungary and Bulgaria. 

In a strongly worded statement, 
Mr. St. Laurent reviewed “what 
appears to be a systematic cam- 
paign of religious persecution in 
all the satellite states of Eastern 
Europe.” 

He referred to arrests and con- 
demnations in Hungary, Bulgaria, 
Poland, Czechoslovakia and Ru- 
mania of Catholic and. non-Catholic 
church rs.

Archbishop John D’Alton of 
Armagh, Primate of All Ireland, 
declared that conditions today call 
for vigorous faith which would in- 
spire our every action when we 
witness one of the fiercest attacks 
ever made against Christ and the 
Church. The recent conviction of 
Cardinal Mindszenty and the per- 
secution of so many clergy and 
laity in communist-controlled coun- 
tries show the lengths to which 
Christ’s enemies are prepared to 
go, he said. 

“It igs not a time for colorless 
neutrality,” he went on, “Every 
Catholic should be a crusader in 
Christ’s cause, remembering His 
words, ‘he that is not with Me is 
against Me.’ We should regard it 
as a high privilege to serve loyal- 
ly under His banner, fighting for 
the supremacy of His rule in the 
world, Only through fulfillment 
of his precepts of truth charity 
and justice can honor and decency 
in life be preserved and true peace 
established. 


“Each of us should realize that 
he can greatly advance the Mas- 
ter’s cause by making his faith 
shine out in daily life; realizing, 
too, that more can be accomplished 
by prayer and the spirit of pen- 
ance than by the most elaborate 
human planning.” 


The Primate also stressed the 
need for educated Cathclics to 
deepen their convictions and keep 
their knowledge of the faith on a 
level with their general culture.

and he has revealed that “in this* 


hour of sorrow We look more 
than ever to your great country 
for continued consolation and sup- 
port.” 

In a radiogram addressed to 
Archbishop John T. MecNicholas of 
Cincinnati, Chairman of the Ad- 
ministrative Board of the Na- 
tional Catholic Welfare Confer- 
ence, the Holy Father has re- 
quested him to convey this mes- 
sage to the members of the Hier- 
archy in the United States. 

“We feel confident,” Pope Pius 
told Archbishop McNicholas, “that 
Our beloved sons and daughters 
in the United States will not fail 
to respond generously to the ap- 
peal which you will make to them 
in Our name, and that they will 


enable Us to carry on and extend 
those works of charity by which 
We endeavor to alleviate the dis- 
tress of Our suffering chidren.” 


Archbishop MecNicholas has al- 
ready announced that the 1949 
campaign of the Bishops of the 
United States for $5,000,000 to aid 
hungry and needy people of war- 
ruined countries will be conducted 
in Catholic churches throughout 
the nation beginning on Laetare 
Bunday, March 27. A children’s

The text of Pope Pius XII’s 
message to the members of the 
Hierarchy in the United States, 
contained in his cablegram to 
Archbishop McNicholas, follows: 

“On more than one occasion in

San Francisco. — (NC) — The Family Catholic Action 
Awards given each year by the Family Life Bureau of the 
National Catholic Welfare Conference went to three Catho-

Presentation of the awards was made at the first general 


session of the 17th 
vention of the National Catholic 
Welfare Conference on Family 
Life held here under the sponsor- 
ship of Archbishop John J. Mitty 
of San Francisco. Bishop Peter 
W. Bartholome, Coadjutor of St. 
Cloud and moderator, presented the 
awards. 


The recipients were Mrs. Fran- 
ces Donohue of this city, mother 
of Bishop Hugh A. Donohue, Aux- 
iliary of San Francisco; Mrs. Jo- 
seph M. Althoff, of Gesu parish, 
Detroit, and recently appointed 
chairman of the National Commit- 
tee on the Family and Parent Edu- 
cation of the National Council of 
Catholic Women; Mrs. Catherine 
Bulger of St. Augustine parish, 
Pittsburgh, president of the Arch- 
confraternity of Christian Mothers; 
Sister Mary Annetta of the Aca- 
demy of the Presentation here, and 
Joseph J. Hengesbaugh of St.

More than 60 speakers were on 
the program of the three-day fam- 
ily life sessions here.

No go- 
ciety is truly satisfactory for hu- 
mankind that does not protect 
fundamenta! rights. Nor is it a 
genuinely Christian society.” 

Pointing out that family rights 
have not been fully secured by all 
Americans, the President warned: 
“Mere preachment of a theory of 
rights is insufficient. The rights 
themselves must be actually se- 
cured in practice. It obviously 
smacks of the naive to acknow- 
ledge rights on paper and then 
calmly to close one’s eyes to terri- 
fic economic and other pressures 
that render exercise of those rights 
quite impossible in many in- 
stances.”

Why do so many souls after a 
certain period of progress remain 
stagnant in the spiritual life? 
Why do they no longer go for- 
ward? Why this lack of enthusiasm 
and courage? 

The answer is simply that they 
lack the mortification necessary to 
resist self-love and _ sensuality. 
Without it there is in the long run 
no devotion, no warmth in prayer, 
no determined resistance to temp- 
tation, no victory over the flesh, no 
perseverance, no progress in the 
interior life, no perfection. 


Grace can unfold its beneficent 
effects only where nature is free 
from the domination of unre- 
strained sensuality and the vari- 


man is subordinated to the spir- 
itual man. Mortification is that 
medicine—and medicines are often 
bitter—which makes the spiritual 
man well and strong; it is the in- 
dispensable means for attaining 
perfect union with God and Christ: 
“He who would come after me, let 
him deny himself.” “And they who 
belong to Christ have crucified 
their flesh with its passions and 
desires.” (Gal. 5:24) “But the fruit 
of the Spirit is charity, joy, peace, 
patience, kindness, goodness, faith, 
modesty, continency.” (Gal, 5:22) 


Zeal In Prayer 


Lent for the soul is the time for 
faithful, zealous, more intensive 
prayer. Of resigned, trustful, 
persevering prayer in the Name of 
Jesus. Much like the prayer of 
King Exechias and of the pagan 
centurion (Epistle and Gospel, 
Thursday after Ash Wednesday). 
“All things whatsoever you ask for 
in prayer, “ee you shall re- 
ceive” (Matt. 21:22) “Ask and it 
shall be given to you.” (Luke 11:9) 
—thus reads the great law for the 
reception of grace. He who does 
not pray shall also receive nothing. 
Whoever prays little, receives lit- 
tle; whoever prays much shall re- 
ceive much. “He has filled the hun- 
gry with good things, and the 
rich (who do not pray) he has 
sent away empty.” (Luke 1:53) 

“All adults who are saved are 
saved precisely because they have 
prayed. And all those who are 
damned are damned because they 
did not pray,” says St. Alphonse 
of Liguori. “He who does not pray 
is actually no Christian, and who- 
ever prays poorly is a poor Chris- 
tian,” remarks Count Stolberg, the 
celebrated convert. Prayer is the 
pulse of the inner life: we should 
take care that it functions well. 
Prayer is the ordinary means to 
obtain grace from God; during the 
Lenten season we should make 
frequent good use of it. 


The Liturgy of this holy season, 
especially the daily varying Mass 
prayers afford us much rich ma- 
terial and encouragement for zeal- 
ous and good prayer. Therefore, 
if possible, daily attendance at 
Mass! And al] the prayerful exer- 
cises of Lent, enriched with so 
many indulgences: Stations of the 
Cross, the sorrowful mysteries of 
the rosary, devotion to Calvary, 
the Miserere, the  penitential 
psalms, ete.

Seven days represents the 
course of what the Church calls 
an “octave,” the period of cele- 
bration following a feast-day. Thus 
these larger candles were devel- 
oped with the idea that they 
would be lighted on the feast day 
itself and burn day and night 
throughout the octave. 


In recent times and in many 
places these seven-day lights have 
been placed at the disposition of 
the laity, such that either they 
themselves may light them, or 


they may arrange to have one 
burn for ‘their special intention. 
The general reasoning behind their 
usage is the same as that govern- 
ing the smaller candles, as explain- 
ed above.—R. G.

You would never guess her 
to be a religious crackpot, Dottie 
was thinking. The clock ticked 
away endlessly after the girl was 
gone. This was the dull period of 
the afternoon. Dottie walked idly 
over to the pamphlet rack. 


Taking Inventory 


A headline caught her eye. 
“What if you were to die today?” 
It startled her into removing the 
pamphlet from the track. She 
walked back to her counter and 
surreptitiously placed it between 
the pages of a Confession magazine. 
People would think she was read- 
ing confession stories and would 
not suspect she was indulging in 
religious reading. 

By the time Dottie had finished 
the leaflet she was terrified. Some- 
how she had never felt an urge be- 
fore to take an inventory of her 
life. Now she was taking one, and 
the stock on hand was hopelessly 
inadequate for eternal life. The 
tears were ready to come, but just 
then a customer approached, and 
Dottie recovered her composure. 
She managed to keep busy till the 
store closed.. Then she filled her 
purse with the pamphlets and went 
home, 


The more she read, the more she 
took stock of herself, the more ter- 
rified she felt. One of the leaflets 
gave the Ten Commandments. 
Dottie studied them, finally coming 
to the conclusion she was guilty of 
breaking most of them. Down on 
her knees she went, crying bitterly, 
fearfully. Here is what happened 
in Dottie’s own words as told to a 
friend the nexteday: 


“My whole life passed in review. 
I looked about at the material 
things I had accumulated—my fur 
coat, my closet full of smart 
clothes, my well-filled jewelry case. 
But the leaflets told me none of 
these could help me. And when I 
tried to count up kind words, good 
deeds, penances, and right living, 
things with eternal value, I found 
I was bankrupt. Waves of despair 
swept over me, and I was sorry for 
my wasted life. 

“Then suddenly it was as if 
Someone had covered. my heart 
with a Gentle Hand and told it to 
be calm. It was as if a Gentle 
Voice had told me to arise and not 
be afraid. I looked at the addresses 
on the leaflets. One was the pub- 
lisher’s address; the other was 
that of the Catholic Church just 
down the street. I didn’t wait. I 
went to talk to the priest right 
away. It isn’t as bad as I thought 
it would be at all. I am going to 
have help all the way, kind help 
from the priest. And I keep re- 
membering what seemed like a 
gentle touch, a gentle voice when 
I was on my knees—‘Arise, and do 
not be afraid. And I am not 
afraid...” 

Yes, the pamphlet racks can hold 
their own with the povular pulps 
and slicks. Their very contrast is 
appealing to the color-jaded eye. 
Their content awakens the sin- 
deadened soul. And yes, it may 
hurt, even as a foot that has “gone 
to sleep” and is coming to life. 
You may be afraid. But fear can 
be good. It keeps us from putting 
our fingers on a hot stove—or 
leaving our souls too close to the 
everlasting fire. 

And always there is the gentle 
touch, the gentle voice, when sor- 
row for wrong-doing comes— 
“Arise, and do not be afraid.”

left alive, he might soon have had 
the whole country torn apart with 
revolution. But with his arrest, 
his band deserted him: and the 
whole country was glad to be rid 
. him, the most dangerous man 
alive. 


But there was one who stood by 
him, who would never condemn 
him— his widowed mother. Who 
ean begin to realize the agony in 
the heart of a mother whose son 
is to be executed as a criminal? 
But unknown and poor, the Blessed 
Virgin was unable to prevent the 
death of her prodigal Son. 

For was not Jesus Christ really 
a prodigal Son? 


Was He not prodigal of His love, 
His graces, His favors, His pree- 
ious blood, and even His life for 
these people? 


Had He not gone out of His 
mother’s peaceful home into. an un- 
kind, selfish world? Had He not 
exchanged her pure and loving 
companionship for that of a sinful 
world? Had He not spent all that 
He had on these people—healed 
their sick, cured their lame, given 
sight to their blind and hearing 
to their deaf? 

And did not the leaders of these 
same ungrateful people see to it 
that He was crucified? Now, only 
after He has endured intense men- 
tal anguish and physical pain, does 
this prodigal son return to His 
mother—not alive, but dead. 

Yet, this prodigality of Jesus 
Christ was not entirely in vain. 
The time came when people real- 
ized how much Christ loved and 
suffered for them, and they did 
penance for their sins. They learn- 
ed to hold back the uncharitable 
remark, the sharp answer, the 
mean word, because Christ was si- 
lent during His sufferings. They 
learned to be patient in pain or 
sickness, because Christ did not 
complain of His pain. Men and wo- 
men consecrated their lives to 
Christ had consecrated His life to 
them. Martyrs bravely faced death 
for love of Christ, because Christ 
had first died for love of therm.

But the ge a te ot 
ingly attacking the Catholic Churc 
i docenrive methods. The Church’s 
position has been as clearly stated 
—and f ently—to the world as 
God’s position was declared to 
Adam and Eve. After God reveal- 
ed His will to the first human pair, 
God’s enemy got busy and kept 
after them until he won them to 
his side—of course by deception. 


“Was it not the same in the 
case of Christ? He spent three 
years teaching the people of Pales- 
tine, winning their interest and 
even their affection. His public 
teaching career ended with a trium- 
phant reception into Jerusalem. 
But His enemies could not endure 
that. They got busy; decided to 
have Him done away with; had a 
sham trial with testimony received 
only from ‘false witnesses,’ and 
enemy agitators worked the people 
into such a frenzy that they called 
for His crucifixion. 


“Nature in man has not changed. 
We saw a repetition of this very 
thing in Hungary only recently. 
One who had won the respect of 
all his countrymen, Catholic and 
non-Catholic alike, first by oppos- 


ing the Nazis who had invaded.

“The principle of preserving 
Christianity was really at stake, 
but outside Hungary very few 
non-Catholic Christian organiza- 
tions lifted their voice in defense 
of the Cardinal, nor did organiza- 
tions of Jews, for befriending whom 
the Cardinal was subjected to im- 
prisonment by the Nazis, nor did 
e American Civil Liberties Union 
which exists, according to its claim, 
to right wrongs, 


It is strange indeed that obser- 
vant people do not see a great sim- 
ilarity between the treatment the 
Catholic Church has been accord- 
ed by non-members from the time 
of Christ and the treatment ac- 
corded Jesus personally. Shortly 
before His death He told the Apos- 
tles that they would be persecuted 
just as He had been, and in the 
last Beatitude He called those of 
His followers ‘blessed’ who would 
suffer persecution, who would be 
misrepresented, falsely accused for 
‘My name’s sake.’ 


“What other religion has been 
persecuted in the past or ih our 
day as has been the Catholic 
Church? Catholics regard per- 
secution as a sort of fifth mark 
identifying her as the Church of 
Christ. It was once legislated out 
of existence in England. Such 
penal laws were imposed that it 
was impossible for it to function. 
One provincial ruler after another 
liquidated it in Germany; and it 
was forced out of Scotland, Nor- 
way, Sweden, Denmark, and to a 
large extent in Switzerland. Be- 
ing divine, of course, it was never 
kept down, and today it counts 
more practical members in Ger- 
many than Lutheranism does, more 
in Switzerland than Calvinism does, 
and in England it numbers even 
more practical members than the 
Church of England, 


“Today Communism is not both- 
ering itself much about any other 
Church, realizing how easy it 
would be to put others out of the 
way if it could only suppress the 
Catholic religion. It follows a dif- 
ferent tactic, believing that if it 
can court the favor of Protestant- 
ism it will have its support for its 
own plan to crush the Catholic 
Church, in every country where it 
has taken control of the govern- 
ment by force.” 


You have talked about the war 
of the enemy on the Catholic 
Church, how about the success of 
the war on the morals defended 
by the Church? 


“Well, the enemy has succeeded 
even better against the moral law. 
It has deceived hundreds of mil- 
lions into believing that there is no 
such thing as a moral law repre- 
senting the voice of nature, nor 
even a moral law emanating from 
God. Communists, infidels, and the 
schools of most countries either 
disown or ignore Him, and hence 
ignore His code of morals. 

“Joseph R. Lebo, writing in The 
Leader, February 5, 1949, compares 
the moral standards followed by the 
nations before World War I with 


the attitude of nations at this time. 


He notes that the rights of men 
were respected before World War 
I, so much so that neither a Rus-

sian Czar nor a German Kaiser 
could prevent a man from leaving 
his country. If Russians could 
have left their country during the 
past 30 years, we would have no 
Communism today. 


“Mr. Lebo reminds us that there 
was no international police force 
in existence anywhere before World 
War I; that even in backward coun- 
tries people were regarded as in- 
nocent until they could be proved 
guilty and they had a right to 
an honest trial. Compare that 
situation with the one which ob- 
tains today in Russia and in her 
satellite states. 


“Mr. Lebo regards as immoral 
the forced meaning applied to the 
words ‘freedom’ and ‘democracy.’ 
Formerly people knew what they 
meant, but today they are con- 
fused, and because of this there 


is not clear thinking by would-be 
scholars in most countries, 


“Lebo also believes that while 
some autocratic rulers before 1914 
feared to aig ee literacy lest the 
masses might become enlightened, 
today a situation obtains wherein 
dictators promote literacy in or- 
der that people might use the 
faculty of reading to have their 
minds poisoned with pernicious 
literature. : 

“He notes that in the past ‘fam- 
ines were chiefly due to natural 
causes, drought, dust, floods, or 
other earthly fury.’ But since that 
time there have been many ‘man- 
made famines.’ Today a man may 
be accused of anything by spies 
who are sent out to arrest hi 
and he will have been adjud 
guilty before a sham trial] is per- 
mitted him.” .

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Thirty-Two Cardinals Created 
In Historic Consistory Of 1946 


HE actual fighting of World War II had scarcely ended 
when Pope Pius XII brought the Sacred College of Cardi- 

to its full number for the first time in many years by 
naming 32 new Cardinals at one time, December 23, 1945. It 
was the largest single elevation of Cardinals in history. Pope 
Leo X had named 31 Cardinals on July 1, 1517—only a few 


heresies. 

With the naming of four new 
Cardinals in this country, the 
United States then had five such 
dignitaries for the first time in 
its history. Only four of the new 
32 were Italians: 28 came from 
18 other countries. 

For the first time in the history 
of Christendom all the continents 
of the earth were united in the 
august Senate of the Church. For 
the first time since the middle of 
the Fourteenth Century, the Sac- 
red College had a non-Italian ma- 
jority—42 to 2 

This epochal occasion was inter- 
preted as notice served by Pope 
Pius XII of a universal crusade 
for Christian justice and the Chris- 
tian way of life. Addressing the 
new Cardinals, upon whom he had 
just conferred their red birettas, 
His Holiness said that the Church 
“must today, as never before, live 
her mission.” “She must reject 
more emphatically than ever,” he 
added, “that false and narrow con- 
cept of her spirituality and her in- 
terior life which would confine her, 
blind and mute, in the retirement 
of the sanctuary.”

Now, a 
Secretary of State is practically 
his master’s “other self.” Hence 
neither Mussolini nor Hitler want- 
ed a continuation of papal anti- 
fascism as it would clearly be rep- 
resented by the election of Cardi- 
nal Pacelli. 


Elected To Papacy 
All the world knows what little 
concern the Conclave held for the 
wishes of dictators. Cardinal Pac- 
elli was elected Pope on the third 
ballot. For the first time in his- 
tory, the news was instantly flash- 


earth. 

Because of the veneration in 
which he held his apostolic pre- 
decessor, the new Pontiff chose the 
name Pius—an omen, too, of the 
fact that none of his predecessor's 
attitudes and policies toward to- 
talitarianism was to be in any wise 
retracted. 

The world was in a turmoil in 
the early spring of 1939. This 
was just nine months before the 
outbreak of World War II, remem- 
ber—the most disastrous epoch in 
world history. 

If the Hely Father had meant 
to devote his talents toward the 
construction of moral, social, and 
public life on Christian principles, 
as his first encyclical announced, 
his design was interrupted by the 
Hitler-Stalin accord and the in- 
vyasion of Poland by the Nazi and 
Communist terror. 

Twice the Eternal City was oc- 
cupied by armed forces; and we 
may believe that it was mainly 
through the infiuence and prayers 
of Pope Pius XII that the city 
was spared destruction. 

Throughout the six long years 
of war, His Holiness worked con- 
stantly for the relief of war vic- 
tims.

A Mr. Murphy, an Episcopalian, was head of the 
Bureau of Census, and he had told Bishop Noll that if he 
could get a resolution passed at the Bishops’ Meeting in 
Washington for the inclusion of those questions on the 
regular census forms, he was certain that the Department 
of Commerce would yield to it. The Bishop did ask for 
such a resolution and it was passed unanimously. But there 
was some negligible interference to which the Department 
of Commerce paid attention. | 


Bishop Noll always held that the number of Catholics in 
the United States approximates 35,000,000 closer than it 
does 25,000,000. He was thinking of the nearly 1,000,000 
Italians in the city of New York, who would tell the census 
taker that they are Catholics, and who at heart are Catho- 
lics, but 80 per cent of whom are probably not regular at- 
tendants at Mass, not regular supporters of the local church, 
and, therefore, are not listed on the parish books. 


He was thinking of the results of a census taken in the 
cities of his own diocese, and of similar canvasses in other 
large cities as reported to him by other Bishops. These 
have always disclosed that at least 20 percent more people 
call themselves Catholics than the pastors give credit in 
their reports. 


The first million enrollees into the army before World 
War II were asked what their religious profession was, 
and 31 percent declared themselves to be Catholic. Thirty- 
one percent of the then population would be 41,000,000. 
Allowing for larger families among Catholics and _ prob- 
ably even a great proportion among them of physically 
fit, it would seem that there should still be nearly 35,000,000. 

We have referred to the difficulty of taking an accurate 
census in the cities, yet 81 percent of all Catholics live in the 
cities. A dependable religious census could be taken only by 
a house to house, apartment to apartment, canvass, It is so 
done in Canada. 


The head of the United States Bureau of the Census, the 
Mr. Murphy, to whom we referred above, told Bishop Noll, 
that he is certain that the Catholic census received from the 
Chancery Offices of the United States falls far below the 
actual figures, while the reports received from the offices of 
Protestant organizations are exaggerated. He noted that 
the names on the books of most Protestant rectories remain 
there unless the member asked for a transfer whether he con- 
tinues to be a practicing member or not. This is not true of 
the people of Catholic parishes. As soon as it is discovered 
that they have moved away or have neglected to make their 
annual Easter Duty, their names are removed from the list, 
or at least they are not reported to the Chancery Office. 


Bishop Noll told us that he spoke to the late Cardinal 
Hayes of New York, about the incomplete Catholic census, 
and the Cardinal verified it by relating two instances. His 
Eminence told the Bishop that when he was made pastor of 
St. Stephen Church, New York, he asked his predecessor, 
who had been transferred to Albany, New York, as Bishop, 
how many parishioners he had, and the former pastor told 
him that in round numbers about 4,000. The Cardinal had 
the people attending Mass counted for a few Sundays and 
he felt that there was some mistake, that the number of 
parishioners was hardly above 3,000. Hence he took a house 
to house census within his parish territory and discovered 
that 8,000 reported themselves to be Catholics. 

The other instance was the case of St. Peter’s on Bar- 
clay Street, It was a parish more than one hundred years 
old, which served quite a large population many years ago, 
but presently it is down in the heart of the financial district, 
and has been regarded as a church chiefly for transients. The 
Cardinal] told the Bishop that he had asked Monsignor Mc- 
Gean, then pastor of that church, how many parishioners he 
had, and he answered “practically none.” Then the Cardinal 
asked him to take up a complete census. It resulted in 8,000 
people declaring that they were Catholics. They were of all 
nationalities, and many of them claimed connection with 
some national church elsewhere in the city which, however, 
they never attended. Therefore they were not registered on 
the books of the pastors of those national churches any more 
than they were on the books of St. Peter’s.

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Laity Must Be 
Mobilized Into 
Winning Converts 


Father O’Brien Says 
Step Necessary To 
Gain Churchless Millions 


————~— 


Louisville, Ky.—The most im- 
portant step in the winning of the 
churchless millions of our land will 
be taken v-hen the 25 million Cath- 
olic laity are mobilized into the 
Apostolate of winning converts, 
according to the Rev. Dr. John A. 
O’Brien, Professor of Religion at 
the University of Notre Dame. 


Father O’Brien made this ob- 
servation last Sunday in a sermon 
at a Solemn High Mass at the 
Cathedral of the Assumption in 
Louisville, celebrating the formal 
opening of the Louisville Catholic 
Information Center. 


“With approximately 100 million 
churchless people in our land iit is 
obvious that 40,000 priests must 
be actively assisted by all our 
laity if we are to win for Christ 
the vast numbers now growing 
untouched by the saving ministra- 
tions. of the religion of Christ,” 
Father O'Brien declared in his 
sermon. “Christ called upon all 
his followers, both lay and clerical 
to go forth and make disciples of 
all nations. Hence there is a 
divinely appointed obligation on 
the part of the faithful to do all 
within their power in winning souls 
for Christ.” 

Father O’Brien pointed out that 
the greatest loss which the Church 
in America is suffering today is 
that which is traceable to the fail- 
ure to harness the good will and 
the latent missionary zeal of the 
millions of our laity to the spread- 
ing of the faith of Christ. It was 
because all the followers of Christ 
endeavored actively to win adher- 
ents that the Church in the early 
centuries spread with such marvel- 
ous rapidity, he observed, and “our 
laity must somehow recapture that 
zeal for the spreading of our holy 
faith.” 

“Father O’Brien is the editor of 
two symposia on convert making, 
The White Harvest and Winning 
Converts, which show how lay peo- 
ple may recruit prospects for in- 
quiry classes and thus double and 
triple the annual number of con- 
verts in every parish.

Clean Reading Rooms On The Land 


Pure Food and Drug laws put restrictions on depart- 
ments in stores, which at the same time at other counters 
display and sel] printed matter which is definitely harmful, 
suggestive or even bad. At their best the so-called Comics 
are not too good. They keep children from reading good lit- 
erature; they foster lazy reading habits, incorrect habits of 


speech, wrong impressions 
— and localities in our land. 
hey are responsible for a great 
deal of eye strain and sight defi- 
ciencies, and they tend to make 
some children anti-social. 


On the land, folks are concerned 
with the draining of swamps and 
of preventing soil erosion. Mean- 
while many on the land too—with 
fine yards and driveways—fail to 
drain off the slush and prevent 
mind erosion in their children by 
“unditched” and uncontoured culti- 
vation in the family reading room. 
n spring, people clean the yard. 
In lent, it’s time to clean the fam- 
ily reading room. Pitch the cheap 
paper pulp reading matter out the 
window and use it to fertilize the 
fields. Don’t let such loose mater- 
lals rot the minds of children in- 
doors. 


Along with N.C.C.W. leadership 
in the deaneries of the diocese, 
our land wives and family women 
are to employ the week of March

10 to 17 to literally clean the 
land life living rooms. Throw out 
the comics and put in improved 
Christian reading matter. 


Have you a neighborhood store 
where you buy ice-cream, aspirins, 
notions and the like?

N. D. Prof’s Survey
